A telegram from Adj. Scurry, who is at 
Galveston for the government, is as fol- 
lows: "Have just returned from Texas 
City with several Galveston parties, who 
assure me that conditions there beggar 
description. One thousand lost is too 
conservative. While a portion of the pro- 
visions have been destroyed by water, 
sufficient is on haud to relieve iinmedinte 
necessities. Citizens seeru to have the 
situation well in hand. United States 
troops and Company "C," Volunteer 
Guard, with citizens patrol the streets 
to prevent looting. I requested W. B, 
Worlhnw to go to Galveston from Texas 
City for the purpose of advising me of 
the city's most urgent needs, and I re- 
turned here to report and ask for further 
instructions. I respectfully suggest that; 
the distress is too great for the peoplo 
of Galveston, even with the aseistanco 
of Houston, to stand, and that a general 
appeal for help would be welcomed. The 
estimate of 10,000 destitute does not 
seem to be excessive."

Houston, Texas, Sept. 11.— The tug- 
boat Brunswick, which arrived here last 
night from Galveston, brought additional 
detuils of the disaster which overcame 
that city. The horrors of Sunday were 
as nothing compared with those of Mon- 
day. An attempt was made to bury the 
dead, but the ground was full of water 
and it was impossible to dig trenches. 
Alderman McMuster and S. P. Morrlssey 
secured authority to have the bodies 
taken to sea for burial, and a barge was 
brought up to the Twelfth street wharf 
for that purpose. The firemen rendered 
heroic service in bringing the bodies to 
the wharf, but it was almost impossible 
to get men to handle them. 

During the storm and afterwards a 
great deal of looting was done. Many 
stores had been closed, their owners 
leaving to look after their families. The 
water forced in the windows and left 
the contents of stores and dwellings prey 
for the marauders. Ghouls stripped 
dead bodies of jewellery and articles of 
value. Oapt. RafTerty, commanding the 
United States troops here, was applied 
to for help, and he sent in 70 men, the 
remnant of the battery of artillery, to 
do police duty. They are patrolling the 
streets under the direction of the chief 
of police. ' 

An urgent appeal to the outside world 
was issued, and those who respond are 
asked to send contributions to John 
Sealy, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee; YV. C. .Tones, inayor; M. LnskeV, 
president Island City Savings Bank; .1. 
I>. Skinner, Galveston Cotton Exchange; 
('. M. McMnster, Galveston Chamber of 
Commerce; It. G. Lowe, manager Gal- 
veston News; ur Clarence Ousley, man- 
ager Galveston Tribune. 

At •! o'clock Sunday afternoon a meet- 
ing of prominent citizens was held at the 
chamber of commerce for the purpose of 
organizing to relieve the suffering and 
to bury the dead. A burial committee 
was appointed, charged with collecting 
and burying the bodies of the dead. In- 
quests will be dispensed with. 

A. llaniline, a travelling salesman, 
who arrived on the tugboat, says that 
only one house is left standing at Sea- 
brooko. The mainland is strewn with 
dead bodies. 

The white cotton serewmen's organiza- 
tion held a meeting last night and ten- 
dered their services, that of 500 able- 
bodied men to the public to clear the 
streets of debris. Big forces were at 
work last night, and the situation is 
much improved, so far as the passage of 
vessels is concerned. The city was 
patrolled last night by regulnr soldiers. 
No one was allowed on the streets with- 
out a pass. Several negroes were shot 
for not baiting when ordered. It is re- 
ported that three of the citizen soldiery 
were shot by negroes. 

The steamer Lawrence arrived this 
morning from Houston with wnter and 
provisions. A committee of 100 citizens 
were aboard, among them being doctors 
and cooks. W. G. Vanliack, general 
manager of the Southern Pacific, arrived 
here this morning. He thought it would 
be possible to establish mail service from 
Houston, to Texas City to-night, with" 
transfer boats to Galveston. 

Dead bodies have decomposed so much 
that it is impossible to send thorn to sea 
for burial. The water has receded so 
far, however, that it is possible to dig 
trenches, and bodies are being buried 
where found. Bodies nre being burned 
where it can be done. 

Work on the waterworks is being 
rushed, and it is hoped to be able to turn 
a supply on this afternoon. The relief 
committee met at 11 o'clock this morning. 
The city needs feed for horses. It is 
also in need of disinfectants. A barge 
load of lime at this time would be a bless 
trig. 

Brazoria county has offered armed 
men to protect the city. 

Houston. Texan, Sept. 11.— (11:45 p.m.) 
—The Post correspondent was instructed 
to forward the following address to the 
people of the United States: 

"Galveston, Texas, Sept. 11.— It is my 
opinion, based on personal information, 
that 5,000 people lost their lives here. 
Approximately one-third of the residence 
portion of the city has been swept away. 
There are thousands of people homeless 
and destitute. How many there are 
there is no way of finding out. Arrange- 
ments nre being made to have the women 
and children sent to Houston and other 
places. But the means of transporta- 
tion are limited. Thousands are still 
to be cared for here. We appeal to you 
for immediate aid. (Signed) Walter C. 
Jones." 

Mr. Jones is mayor of Galveston. 
THOUSANDS DESTITUTE. 

Austin, Tex., Sept. 11— OtHcial reports 
from Galveston to Governor Sayers to- 
day are that 400 bodies have been iden- 
tified, 200 more nre in an improvised 
morgue awaiting identification, and many 
more are thought to have drifted. out to 
sea, and their identity will not be known 
for weeks.

Japanese Made British Subjects 
Without Recourse to the 
Courts. 



One Man Placed Under Arrest 
and Two More in 
hiding. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Sept. 11. — In the course of 
his rounds the Colonist corresiKindent 
became coguizunt of the fact that three 
sets of naturalization papers were iu a 
certain oillce, held subject to the order 
of the owners, and that these natural- 
ization papers had been fraudulently 
obtained, as the passports attached 
showed that the owners bad been in the 
country but three months. 

Tile correspondent called upon Capt. 
Tallow, M. P. I'., and informed him that 
the papers und men could be secured, 
but that he must act at once. 

The first step taken by Capt. Tatlow 
was to wire to the Attorney-General 
that the men and papers could be secured 
but the greatest promptness and activity 
must be exercised. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral, realizing the importance of acting 
at once, wired that Capt. Tatlow net 
with Provincial Police Officer Campbell, 
and on instructions from a lawyer. The 
services of W. J. Bowser were secured. 

Officer Campbell, after securing war- 
rants, commenced a weary watch for the 
men. He persisted in his vigil when 
everyone else had given up hope, for 
the men, becoming suspicious, had failed 
to call for their papers. The watch 
was kept up, however, night and day, on 
the theory that the suspects would grow- 
less wary, and this morning Officer 
Campbell's faith and patience were re- 
warded by the arrest of one of the sus- 
pects, Kintora Ike, with the papers in 
bis possession. Kintora Ike is now in 
the toils, and the whereabouts of the 
other two suspects is known, and they 
will probably be locked up before night. 

The naturalization papers of the 
man now under arrest are properly made 
out, and show that the owner swore that 
lie had been in the country for four 
years, although the passport attached is 
dated March 4, in the thirty-third year of 
Meiii, which corresponds to the present 
year. In searching for evidence with 
Capt. Tatlow and Oitleer Campbell, the 
Colonist correspondent became convinced 
that when Japanese fishermen were 
badly needed to break up the late strike, 
newly< arrived Japs were being made 
British subjects by the scores, and that 
in Steveston alone hundreds of fraudu- 
lent papers were made out. It would ap- 
pear that in some instances the party 
who secured the papers did not take any 
onth, but the papers were mailed to 
them in another part of British Colum- 
bia.

GOVERNOR AT ROSSLAND. 

Spends a Busy and Profitable Day— The 
Mines Visited. 

Rosslnnd, Sept. 11.— Lord Minto and 
party had a pleasant time to-day. In 
the forenoon they took carriages, accom- 
panied by the mayor, council and recep- 
tion committee. The party baited at the 
corner of Columbia avenue and Wash- 
ington street. Here the school children 
were assembled and sang "God Save the 
Queen" and "The Maple Leaf," and 
Lord Minto made a speech to the child- 
ren. He said they were to be the cus- 
todians of the country in n few years, 
and they they should be well trained, so 
that they would make good men and 
women. He thanked the mayor and the 
citizens for the many courtesies shown 
him and party. Then a drive-was taken 
around the city. After this the party 
proceeded to the Centre Star and visited 
the 400-foot and other, levels of that 
mine, and were driven over the sin-face 
of the AVar Eagle. Iu the afternoon a 
dinner was given the party by Edwin 
Durant on behalf of the British America 
Corporation. Then the works of the Le 
Roi were visited. Tn the evening; n ban- 
quet was tendered the Governor-General 
at the Kootenay hotel. There were 75 
persons present, and the nffair was a 

| great success. A number of interesting

Washington, Sept. 11.— From the for- 
mal statement given out to-day, it ap- 
pears that the state department is not 
yet ready to begin direct negotiations 
with Li Hung Chang. It does not ques- 
tion his credentials as a plenipotentiary, 
but simply leaves the mutter in abeyance. 
Probably this is because all the powers 
have not yet returned their responses to 
the Russian note, and it is desired to 
avoid making the United States the first 
among the powers to abandon the hope of 
harmonious action and strike for itself 
toward the settlement directly with 
China. Also it may be deemed well to 
wai: to hear from Mr. Conger, who sev- 
oral days ago was invited to express his 
opinion about quitting Pekin. Minister, 
Wu was twice at the state department o- 
day. It was understood that his first call 
was in part at least to secure transporta- 
tion for Li Hung Chang from Shanghai 
to Takit on a United States vessel. His 
latter call was to receive the answer of 
the department to that application, as 
well as to the communication respecting 
Li Hung Chang's fuuetious. The an- 
swer returned by the stat; department to 
the latter communication apparently made 
it necessary at this time to pursue the in- 
quiry as to the ship, for if Li may not 
enter into negotiations at present thoro 

no occasion to transport him to Pekin. 

The Acting Secretary of State's Teply 
to the edict transmitted yesterday by 
Minister Wu, giving Li Hung Chang ex- 
traordinary power to negotiate for peace, 
was as follows: 

"The United States do not feel called 
upon to express any opinion at this time; 
as to the sufficiency of Li Hung Chang's 
authority, but hopes it will transpire that 
his credentials are full and authoritative, 
not only 'for negotiations, but to enable 
him without delay to give assurances 
that the life and property of Americans 
will henceforth be respected throughout 
the Chinese empire." 

JAPAN WILLING. 

London, Sept. 11. — The Tokio corre- 
spondent of the Times, wiring September 
8, says: "Japan has replied that she will 
not object to the withdrawal of her army 
from Pekin and the other measures re- 
commended by the concert of powers, 
and since her geographical position en- 
ables the prompt addition of necessary 
military measures, she is willing to with- 
draw her troops. 

RUSSIA'S REQUEST. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Times, wiring September 9, says: "Thtj 
Chinese minister nt St. Petersburg has 
telegraphed to Li Hung Chang that the 
propesnl to evacuate Pekin presumes that 
safety assurances will be given on the 
return of the imperial court to the capi- 
tal at once. A later message urges Ear] 
Li to endeavor earnestly to bring the 
powers to agree to evneunte, since if 
Russia is obliged to reconsider her de- 
cision, a loss of prestige is inevitable. Li 
Hung Chang has memorialized the 
throue, urging the immediate return ot 
the court to Pekin." 

From Shanghai comes a report that Li 
Hung Chang has despatched an urgent 
telegram to the Empress Dowager at Tat 
Yune Fu, announcing the purpose of tho. 
nllics to advnnce to Pao Ting Fu and, 
perhaps, further. 

The Tien Tsin correspondent of the 
Daily Mail asserts that everybody in Pe- 
kin is living on "bully 'beef" and hard 
tack. 

FRANCE TO WITHDRAW. 
Paris, Sept. 11. — It is asserted here 
that should Prince Ching arrive in Per 
kin properly accredited. France would 
readily accept him and begin peace nego- 
tiations. Ching is regarded as being a 
capable man and well fitted to act as a 
peace commissioner. France has formal- 
ly adhered to the Russian proposal to 
withdraw from Pekin to Tien Tsin. 
GERMANY WOULD STAY. 
Berlin. Sept. 11. — At the German for- 
eign office, Gen. ChalTe's despatches to 
Washington declaring the necessity of 
troops remaining in Pekin, have been 
noted with satisfaction. Speaking with 
reference to the statements that, attribute 
to Germanv ambitious schemes on the 
Yang Tse Kiang, a foreign office ollleial 
said to-day: 

"Such statements are absurd, as Ger- 
many has landed only five hundred men, 
whereas Great Britain and France havo 
each landed thousands. Germany's ac- 
tion there is wholly precautionary for tho 
protection of the lives and property of 
Germans." 

ITALY FORPBACE. 
London, Sept. 11. — A special despatch 
from Rome says the Italian cabinet has 
decided to initiate immediately pence 
negotiations with China. Italy will for- 
mulate demands for an indemnity, and 
if they are accepted, Italian intervention 
will lie considered terminated and no 
proposals tending to further wnrfnre in 
China will be considered. 

BOXERS STILL BUSY. 
Tien Tsin', via Nagasnki. Sept. 10.— The 
Americans and British are considering 
the feasibility of transferring their win- 
ter supply base from Tong Ku to a )K>int 
near Shnn Hill Kwan, on the Gulf of 
Lio Tung, which is free of ice and is 
nlso a railway terminus. The chief dif- 
ficulty in the way of the project is tho 
lack of troops to guard the railway. The 
British marines and two naval guns have 
been -withdrawn on shipboard.

London, Sept. 12.— The Times publish 
es this morning additional advices from 
its Pekin correspondent, Dr. Morrison, 
under date of August 31, "The censor- 
ship, which is under Sir Alfred Uasalle, 
makes it diflicult," says the correspon- 
dent, "to convey a true picture of tho 
presei.t situation in Pekin. To-day the 
foreign community was thrilled with hor- 
ror at the news of massacre of the mis- 
sionaries at Pau Ting Pu, who were un- 
der protection of the imperial troops. 
Children were butchered before the eyes 
of their parents, while women were rav- 
ished and carried into captivity. Vet the 
ttroops here remain inactive. Their one 
thought and wish are to be given work or 
to be recalled from Pekin. Surely the 
civilized world will not suffer this cruel 
massacre to remain iinreveuged and make 
no effort to ascertain the fate of the poor 
martyred Christians and white women. 

"Since the relief of the legations, one 
feature stands conspicuous, the predom- 
inance of Russia and the overmastering 
position she is now asserting here. The 
pageant iu the Porbiddon City on August 
2S was a triumphant entry by Itussiu, 
followed by the other powers. 

"Russian troops are pouring into Pe- 
kin daily; 1,000 came yesterday and 
-',800 the day before. Already the Rus- 
sians outnumber the Japanese, aud wilj 
soon outnumber the combined forces. 
Their stay is assuming every character of 
permanency. Cossacks raid the country 
anil drive Chinese peasants and labor- 
ers in herds through the deserted and dte' 
mantled city, compelling them to build 
their military camp." 



Thirty-live villages in the vicinity of 
Tien Tsin have petitioned the provincial 
government for protection. Boxers are 
reported massing along the Grand canal. 

The latest reports received here from 
Pekin say the lOmpress Dowager is in 
the province of Shan Si and that the 
Japanese are pursuing her.

Fu, where the Pekin officials were enlist, 
ing troops fhen he left, nsserts he say a 
large force of Boxers between Pekin and 
Pao Ting Fu.

He also affirms the report or the killing 
of twenty-three members of the English 
mission at Tai Wuan Fu. At Tai Ku, 
where Miss Coombs was thrown into 
the flames of the burning mission build- 
ings, and where ten French priests were 
killed, all the members of the American 
mission were exterminated, the men mak- 
ing a gallant stand until their ammuni- 
tion ran out. lie says there is no doubt 
that Miss Whitchurch and Miss P. B. 
Searell were murdered at FIsiayo, and ho 
confirms the reported massacre of Miss 
French and Miss Palmer, as well as of 
hundreds of native Christians in the Chi 
Shieil district, of the province of Shan Si. 
The same refugee, giving details as to 
the condition of the parly of foreigners 
already reported under siege on August 
25. by Chinese regulars, in the province 
of Shan Si, says that the party consist- 
ed of four priests, five nuns, five Euro- 
pean .engineers and several missionaries, 
and that they were surrounded by 
troops who had retreated from Pekin. 
On the dale in question the foreigners 
were entrenched in the French cathe- 
dral.

RUSSIAN TRIUMPH. 
Shanghai correspondents confirm the 
assertion of Dr. Morrison, the Pekin cor- 
respondent of the Times, that the mili- 
tary parade through the imperial palace 
was a Russian triumph. Dr. Morrison's 
account comes as a timely reinforcement 
of the opinions beginning to be expressed 
in London papers to the effect that, in 
spite of all her talk about the evacuation 
of Pekin, Russia has made no sign of 
withdrawing, but on the contrary is ship- 
ping fresh troops from Odessa to China. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Morning Post says it is considered cer- 
tain that Li Hung Chang has bribed 
Russia aud Germany to evacuate Pekin. 
The former will get Manchuria. It is 
not known what terms were offered to 
Germany. 

MINISTERS AGGRIEVED. 
London, Sept. 11.— The' Chinese minis- 
ter here, during an interview to-day, re- 
pudiated the charges of Dr. Morrison, 
the Pekin correspondent of the London

Morrison hail known the steps I have 
taken in this matter, he should in duty 
bound be compelled to say that my ac- 
tion had jusl the contrary effect."

Shanghai, Sept. 11.— The Taku steam- 
er, which has arrived here, brings re- 
ports of the latest events in Pekin. These 
advices are to tho effect that the greatest 
harmony prevails among the officers of 
the allies, who treat each other with 
extreme courtesy and that the soldiers 
are living as though members of ouu 
army. , , 

Late arrivals say that if any clash oc- 
curs during the occupation of Pekin it 
will be brought on by the diplomats iu 
Europe aud not bv the soldiers in the 
field. 

The march through the palace was n 
historical event. Every army was repre- 
sented. The Russians led and the troops 
of other nationalities followed in the or- 
der pieviously reported by cable. 

A Russian baud and the Sikhs' bag- 
pipes played national ail's while the troops 
tiled through the grounds and buildings. 
There were many eunichs attached to the 
palace remaining and they stood by, look- 
ing as though they were attending a 
funeral. They were evidently deeply 
humiliated. 

After the procession, which began to 
move at S o'clock iu the morning, and was, 
an hour and a half in passing through the 
grounds, a party of civilians, including 
the legation ladies and some prominent 
missionaries, were admitted. Tea was. 
torved to them and the palace was in- 
ipectcd. The most remarkable feature 
>f the buildings are said to be the gild- 
■d exterior staircases, carved from single 
itolte with dragons, lions and other or- 
naments. The Empress' bed is trimmed 
with solid gold. 

After the inspection, the palace gates 
were again closed and no one was permit- 
ted to enter the grounds. 

The troops arriving here are forward- 
ed to Pekin as fust as they land. The 
ministers remain in Pekin. The city has 
been entirely looted except the palace, 
and auction sales of loot, in which valu- 
able silks, furs and bronzes are the prin- 
ciple articles, are held daily. The chief 
bidders al these sales are army officers. 

The newspaper correspondents had a 
controversy with the officers, who at first, 
proposed taut no correspondent should ba 
admitted to the palace with the prociv- 
sion, but the press representatives were 
finally allowed to accompany the troops.

Meeting Last Evening Speedily 
Makes Choice of the 
Candidates. 



Amid the greatest enthusiasm, a uaeet- 
iug of the Conservative electors of the 
_-ity of Victoria, which filled the A. O. 
1J. W. hall to the doors yesterday even- 
ing, unanimously chose lion. 13. G. Prior 
and Thomas Earle us the candidates to 
stand for Victoria constituency at the 
approaching federal elections. 

No other nominations were made, and! 
the utmost unanimity of opinion pre- 
vailed as to the wisdom of the choice 
made. The proceedings were brief and 
business-like. After a brief speech by 
the chairman, A. E. Mcl'hillips, Q, ('., 
AI. P, I',, the •nominations were made, 
amidst thunderous applause. Then came 
speeches by the candidates, followed by 
brief talk* by lion. C. 10. Pooley, M. P. 
P., Air. .1. A. Mara, and Hon. Senator 
Maodanald. 

In opening the meeting Mr. Mcl'hillips 
explained that he was called upon to 
occupy the chair as vice-president of the 
Liberal-Conservative Association, owing 
to the absence in the Kust of the presi- 
dent, 11. 1). Helnicken, Q. C, M. V. V. 
He thought all present would agree with 
him that the signs of the times pointed 
to the overwhelming defeat of the pres- 
ent party in power, and the triumph of 
the Conservatives at the approaching 
federal elections. The Liberals were 
simply time-servers. For the lirst time 
in eighteen years they had assumed the 
reins of otlice four years ago — and what 
had been the record of that tenure of 
office? Simply a record of broken 
pledges. (Applause. | The Liberals did 
not keep faith with the people. Their 
ante-election promises had all been shat- 
tered. They had in opposition attacked 
the Conservatives on their trade policy 
and on their alleged extravagance in ex- 
penditure. And what was the case to- 
day? They had adopted in toto the plat- 
form and policy of the great Conserva- 
tive, party, which had done so much for 
the upbuilding of Canada. (Applause. I 

It could, he thought, be taken as indi- 
cative that the tide of public opinion was 
turning against the Liberals when Hon. 
Hugh John Macdonald, premier of the 
.province of Manitoba— one of the shrewd- 
est politicians in Canada— had thrown in 
his .lot with Sir Charles Tupper (ap- 
plause) and signified his willingness to 
resign his position to contest in the in- 
terest of the Conservative party the con- 
stituency of Brandon against the minis- 
ter of the interior, Hon. Clifford Sifton. 
(Renewed applause.) This could he 
taken as a demonstration of the couti- 
. deuce which Hon. Hugh John Macdonald 
felt of the approaching contest. And 
.personally the chairman had no doubt 
but that the Liberals would be swept 
from ollice so soon as the electors had 
.;ui opportunity of expressing their judg- 
ment at the polls. Only twice since con- 
federation had the Liberals been en- 
trusted with the reins of ollice, and on 
each occasion they had proved recreant 
to their trust. In their latest adminis- 
tration they had besmirched the fair 
name of Canada by the monstrous 
Yukon scandals. No one could doubt 
but that the electors of the West would 
resent this infamy in the proper manner. 
He concluded by announcing that nomi- 
nations were then in order. 

Messrs. E. G. Prior ond Thoniae 
Earle, who for ten years have represent- 
ed the constituency in the federal house, 
were then nominated, and as speedily 
was. .a motion put and carried that the 
nominations close. 

The chairman's announcement that llie 
■ old favorites were to be the candidates 
was greeted with the wildest enthusiasm, 
and the hall resounded with cheers. 

Messrs. Prior and Earle were there- 
upon called to the platform. As each 
mounted the steps he was greeted with 
repeated cheering. Col. Prior returned 
sincere thanks for the renewal of con- 
fidence in the ability of himself and his 
colleague to represent Victoria at Ot- 
tawa. Fifteen years ago he had first 
entered the local house, and on that occa- 
sion had come before the electors with 
much fear and trembling. But he headed 
the poll along with Mr. Robert Heaven. 
Since then he had represented Victoria 
(City at Ottawa up to the present time, 
.and he could truthfully say he had al- 
ways done his best for the country. 
(Applause.) His colleagues had been 
good ones. He first served along with 
.Mr. E. Crow Baker, a man amongst 
.men; and it was a matter for regret 
that the latter had seen tit to resign. 
But he was succeeded by an able and 
^good man — Mr. Thomas Earle. i Ap- 
plause.) He had sat. with Mr. Earle for 
ten years, and during all that time they 
had always pulled together. He was 
.glad that Mr. Earle would again be a 
candidate. 

In regard to the coming fight, he could 
-say he was confident the Conservatives 
would achieve the same victory which 
had perched upon their banner so many 
times before. The present party in 
liower had stolen the Conservative policy. 
All their promises had been broken. 
They had done nothing for Victoria. 

He looked' upon victory us assured for 
the Conservatives when such a strong 
team as Kir Charles Tupper and lion.

He extended sincere 
thanks for the nomination which had 
lieen again tendered him by the large 
gathering of representative electors, He 
Jt-.id felt somewhat of an inclination to 
draw Mb political career to a close, hut, 
having s»-rvod Victoria for ten yenrs at 
Ottawa to the best of his ability. In

Last week the following cable from thu 
world's headiiuarters of the Chinese Em- 
pire Reform Association was received by 
the .Victoria brunch of this association 
direct from Shanghai: 

"'The provinces of Anfai, (iongsu. Wo- 
nam, Wopark, Yuiiam anil Gonguam 
have raised an army to receive the Em- 
peror. Inform everybody. Forcible sub- 
scription. Wire remittance." 

Tula translation of the cable was taken 
to A. W. Cumyow the Chinese lawyer 
and interpreter, for further translation. 

Mr. Cumyow said that it meant that 
the six provinces mentioned in the cabin 
.had raised an army, composed of mem- 
bers of the Reform Association. 

Before the present trouble was dream- 
ed of, the many million members of the 
Chinese Reform Association had pledged 
their liven, if necessary, for their be- 
loved Emperor, Kwang Hsu. 

The reformers of the provinces men- 
tioned. have now asked the association ton 
arms and ammunition, that they might 
receive the Emperor, as it says in the ca- 
ble, that is, receive him into their army 
and protect him from harm until the fate 
.of 'China and the .Empress Dowager 
shall be determined. Mr. Cumyow ex- 
plained that the move was not antagon- 
istic to the powers, bnt it was thought 
wise bv the association to keep the mat- 
ter secret for .a few days, owing to the 
crisis in China. There was no longer any 
need of secrecy, however,. and no good ob- 
ject was served in .keeping the doings of 
the Reform Association in Canada from 
the public. Mr. Gtiniyow said that the 
appeal for funds to equip the army was 
being met in the most magnificent man- 
ner. 

Earlv in the spring the small popula- 
tions of Chinamen in Victoria. Vancou- 
ver and New Westminster contributed 
some .^12,000 Ito the reform cause, and 
now they are again ; assessed for a still 
larger sum. for the subscription is de- 
manded from them. Most loyally are the 
lOhininnon .of Biritisli (Columbia, .comply- 
ing with that demand. In 'Victoria the 
subscription list is already completed 
and aggregates $8,000, while it is expect- 
ed Vancouver will contribute a similar 
amount and Westminster probably 
g&iOUQ. 'Twenty thousand dollars is to 
be cabled to Shanghai next week.

When to this is added the fact that 
there is h'djilcent to the Coast mines an 
unlimited quantity of as good coking coal 
as can. he lound in the world, and that 
limestone is abundant at the water's 
edge, we have ideal conditions for the 
treatment of ores. If, therefore, the 
Britannia mine proves what is expected 
of it, the advantage, will not only be felt 



IRON. 

In 1SSS the consumption of iron ores 
throughout the world was 50,000,000 
tons. Of this 30 per cent, was the pro- 
duce of the United Kingdom and 23 per 
cent, the produce of the United States. 
During the lust decade the demand for 
iron has increased so greatly that in 
1899 the tonnage of ore consumed had 
reached 00,000,000 tons. Of this 
L'5,000,000 tons were produced in the 
United States, the British supply having 
slightly diminished. This leaves some- 
what over 40,000,000 tons ns the product 
of other countries. The British supply 
of ore seems to be steadily declining. In 
1SS0 it was 18,000,000 tons, and at that 
time the tonnage of imported ores only 
reached 1,000,000. In 1899 the import 
hud increased to 7,000,000 tons. In the 
last-mentioned year Germany imported 
nearly 5,000,000 tons, Prance nearly 
2,000,000, and Belgium 2,021,000 tons. 
Great Britain gets most of her ore from 
Spain, which country supplies to some 
extent all the iron-smelting countries of 
the world. It is estimated that the iron 
mines of Spain contain about 1,000,000, 
000 tons of ore, of which 150,000,000 
tons are non-phosphoric. Other sources 
of supply are Greece, Norway and 
Sweden, the Norwegian supply probably 
being the largesL in Europe. Newfound- 
laud and Nova Scotia are also reckoned 
among the future great iron-producing 
regions. 

A study of the statistics of iron pro 
duction shows that the countries and 
those states, of the American Union hot 
dering on the Pacific Ocean hardly enter 
into consideration. Yet it is obvious 
that the consumption of iron in the half 
of the world which is washed by this 
great expanse of water is only in it 
infancy. Umiuest ionably among the 
greatest sources of future wealth in the 
Pacific Northwest will be the iron de- 
posits found ill so many places, and 
specially on the coast of British Colum- 
bia.

An explosion which gave Catlboro Bay 
a severe shaking up, but fortunately re- 
united in 110 loss of life, occurred at the, 
works of the Giant Powder Company, atj 
Ciulboro Bay, shortly beforo three 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. Some two 
hundred pounds of iiitro-glycerine explod- 
ed and badly wrecked the building iu 
which was the apparatus for its manu- 
facture. The cause" of the explosion, ia 
a mystery, but the theory held by thu 
manager of the works, Mr. E. Green, is 
that the nitro-glycerine, which was held 
in the weighing machine, was exploded 
by a weight from the scales falling into 
it. The heat J) f the sun's rays yesterday 
afternoon us held responsible by some 
others, but the more prevalent opinion, 
among the workers coincide with that of 
'the manager. 

The shock caused by the violent explo- 
sion of the high explosive acids was a ter- 
rific one, and all Cadboro Bay was dis- 
turbed as though a miniature earthquake 
had occurred. In a bouse over half a 
mile away — that of Mr. Beale — windows 
and crockery were broken, and in a house 
—that of Mr. Evans— said to be at least 
a mile 'away, a clock was shaken from the 
mantle shelf. Tho windows rattled in all 
the houses at the Bay. i 

The explosion was well timed for the 
safety of the workmen, for although 
there are usually some of them in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the wrecked build- 
ing, some being employed in it. all hail 
left when the explosion took place.

Preston, who is iu charge of the manu- 
facture of tlie nitro-glycerine, had just

After the explosion the structure which 
holds the machines and tanks looked likq 
the leaning tower of Pisa after a cyclone 
bad passed. The itanks were also badly 
disfigured. One was gone completely, no 
trace being found, and the other two 
were like- tin; plug hat of a celebrant on 
the morning after.

Rich Quartz and Placer Claims 
on the Skeena— A Witch 
Murderer. 



Steamer Queen City, which arrived 
from Skagway-via the ports nnd can- 
neries of Northern British Columbia Inst 
night, brought news of a big mail rob- 
bery at Port Essington. At the post 
office, which is in the group of buildings 
belonging to Mr. Cunnlughaui, two «acks 
of registered letter mail had be<>u put up, 
to be brought down to Victoria by the 
steamer Queen City, and two days be- 
fore the vessel reached the town at the 
Skeena mouth some person or persons 
stole the sacks, which were said to have 
contained over $:5,0(|) in cash, checks 
and draughts. The store in which the 
post office was located was shown to 
have been broken into, and nothing was 
taken other than the valuable letter mall. 
Mark Edgar, a half-breed, was arrested 
on suspicion, but when brought before 
th<> justice of the peace at Essington no 
evidence was found against him, and he 
was acquitted of the crime. 

Two Swedes from Seattle were brought 
down by three Indian policemen, charged 
with selling liquor to Indians. lhey 
were caught red-handed. The sloop in 
which they were visiting the coast settle- 
ments hud seven cases of whiskey whicn 
was for sale to Indians. 

There were quite a number of passen- 
gers on the Queen City, in all 75 saloon 
having come down to Vancouver. In- 
cluded in those who were landed here 
was Provincial Constable A. D. Drum- 
mond, who brought down an Indian 
prisoner accused of murder. The Indian, 
Dus-cul-tur, three years ago entered a 
village at the Stikine head and killed a 
boy who was accused of bringing harm 
to some members of the tribe, through 
witchcraft. The murder was a cold- 
blooded one, being committed with an 
axe. After the murder Dus-cul-tur hid 
and did uot return to his home village 
until a short time ago. On his arrival 
there word was sent to Commissioner 
Porter, and he secured his arrest, lhe 
prisoner was taken to New Westmin- 
ster. There were also two other pris- 
oners, accused of minor offences. 

Among the passengers was h. Kendall, 
one ot the owners of the rich loulon 
mine, situated near Kitselas canyon, on 
the Skeena river. He says that the 
mine, which is now a shipping property, 
is a mile and a half from the main river, 
aud three and a half miles above the big 
canyon of the Skeena. The workmen 
are now in a depth of SO feet. By the 
next steamer down a shipment of ore 
will arrive for tho Tncoma smelter. The 
ore is a bornite, carrying gold, silver and 
copper. Mr. Kendall says that Mr. 
Singlehurst is working 10 men near by, 
and has a beautiful ore, bearing gold 
and silver.

Imperial Automatic Voting Machine at 
Toronto J^taibition. 

A few weeks ago the Colonitit called 
attention to a model of that remarkable 
invention, the Imperial Automatic Voting 
Machine, then being exhibited for n few 
days at the office of the company, 70 
Government street. At the late session 
of the legislature a bill was enacted le- 
galizing the use of voting machines at 
municipal elections throughout the prov- 
ince. Previously a similar bill had been 
passed by the Ontario legislature. This 
legislation was brought about in both in- 
stances by the efforts of the Imperial 
Automatic Voting Machine Company, 
who demonstrated to the members of the 
respective legislatures that "voting by 
machinery," as it had been facetiously 
culled, is in keeping with the remarkable 
progress of the age.

It is un- 
locked aud made ready for the next vo- 
ter automatically by the action of the 
door of the «tile as the man passes out. 
The total number of votes is registered 
where the voter can see it. The register 
for the individual candidates is behind 
and out of sight. Thus there is a check 
on the count, because at the close of the 
poll the total of the individual numbers 
should equal the aggregate registration. 
This is the only voting machine with this 
double check.

FARMING AND FISHING. 

Budget of News From the Lower Eraser 
—Chinaman Drowned. 

Steveston, Sept. 8.— A Chinese farmer 
was drowned, at the wharf Just before the 
steamer Hit bet came down from N'cw' 
minster.

The Japanese hospital authorities have Is- 
sued the following circular: 

Dear Sir: I wish to place before you 
the position of the Japanese Fishermen's 
benevolent Society, nnd hope that you will 
he able to aid tis In our work. 

The society was formed this spring to 
promote the Interests of the Japanese en- 
gaged In the fisheries on the lower Fraser 
river, as will !i« seen from the enclosed 
declaration for Incorporation. The hospi- 
tal wr.s built, at once thoroughly equip- 
ped and placed under the management of 
Dr. Burnett, of Vancouver, assisted by two 
trained nurses nnd four Japanese. 

The hospital is open to anybody, although 
all the expense has been borne by the Jap- 
anese. Our expenses have been greater 
than anticipated this year on account of 
I lie large number of patients treated. Fiv 
hundred and thirty outside patients and 
ninety hospital cases to date.

GRAND FORKS RAILWAY. 

Work of Construction to Be Commenced 
Without Delay. 

Gran d Forks, Sept. 0.—" Next week, 
or as soon as a few preliminaries are 
arranged, a survey of the proposed rail- 
way between Grand Forks and Republic 
will" be commenced, and then, without a 
moment's delay, the road will be rushed 
to completion." 

This was tlie announcement made by 
T. W. Holland, manage of tlu ' Crand 
Forks Townsite Company, oil his return 
from Victoria, where he succeeded ill 
CCUrillg the passage by the provincial 
■gisluture of a bill incorporating the 
Grand Forks & Kettle River company. 
Mr Holland received a warm welcome. 
Enthusiasm over the intelligence that the 
railway will be A reality within six 
months knew no bounds. 

Tlie route,'' said Mr. HolllVlid, " pre- 
sents no engineering diilleulties. It. will 
follow the Kettle river, Curlew and San 
Foil valleys, roughly speaking, a distance 
of :{4 miles. Under our Canadian char- 
ter we will build from Grand Forks to 
Carson, B. C, on the international boun- 
dary, a distance of four miles, and thence 
extend the road to Republic, under the 
laws of the state of Washington, 'lhe 
enterprise is purely a business one. Y\ e 
realize that Grand Forks is tlie natural 
smelting point for the Boundary and the 
north half of the Colville reservation. 
Grand Forks has a 500-ton smelter, 
which will soon be doubled in capacity. 
The announcement has been made by the 
smelter company that it will take care 
of all ores offering. Two years later 
Grand Forks will be treating 0,000 tons 
of ore daily. The ores of Republic, we 
eel confident, will seek- this smelting cen- 
tre if railway facilities are provided. 
This wo propose to do. The three mills 
at Republic, even if all were working, 
could not possible handle the output of 
that great camp. Metallurgists assert 
that smelting is a fur superior method 
than eyauiding for the treatment of 
Republic ores. When blended with the 
sulphide ores of the boundary, the high- 
est results for both varieties will be ob- 
tained. The saving in values by smelt- 
ing as compared witli the other method 
will pay freight and treatment charges, 
besides leaving a handsome margin. The 
day for losing IS per cent, in values by 
cyaniding will soon be a thing of the 
past. If Grand Forks is benefited, Re- 
public will reiq) still greater advantages. 
The tonnage promises to be enormous. 

" My associates," added Mr. Holland, 
" are Hon. ,T. R. Stratton, provincial sec- 
retary of the Ontario government; T. I*. 
Coffee, general mnnoger of the Trust & 
Guarantee Co.; F. M. Holland, general 
manager of tlie Dominion Permanent 
Loan Co., nil of Toronto.; and George 
II. Cowan, barrister, of Vancouver. All 
the capital required for (he construction 
of the road has been secured."

of signaling, nnd they undertook the 
risky work of transmitting to us the news 
witli which he supplied them. 

Standing well inside the door, one 
would signal witli a white flag, while 
the other, seated on the vernnda, gavu 
warning when a sentry or passer-by was 
approaching.

From Forest and Stream. 

In the northwestern part of Apache 
county, Arizonia, ia situated the most re- 
markable petrified forest yet discovered 
on the American continent, and what 
geologists believe to be the most won- 
derful specimens of Bilicified trees in the 
world. The forest is about eight miles 
square ami was originally composed prin- 
cipally of firs. . It is situated upon a 
plateau which is 5,51X3 feet above tide- 
water, although the theory of geologists 
is that flic woodland in its natural state 
originally existed at n much higher alti- 
tude. It is in the centre of one of the 
mofit desolate parts of the west, sur- 
rounded for many miles by u country 
which yields principally sage brush and 
soap weed. The nearest stream, winch 
in about twenty miles distant from the 
forei-t, is lined with a stunted growth 
of cottouwood trees and is called the 
Dirty river from the quality of the 
liquid, which can hardly be called water, 
flowing through it. The Cottonwood 
trees and a small clearing at the nearest 
railway station include the only living 
vegetation in the vicinity of the forest, 
with the exception of u few small cedar 
trees and brushes near what is termed 
the ••Natural Bridge." 

The plateau on which the forest ex- 
ints is divided into many small gorges 
and gulches, and the strata of which it 
is composed consists principally of beds 
of clay, sandstone and sandstone shale. 
Under "a portion of the strata water can 
be found at a depth of but a few feet, 
and it is believed that below it are 
several mibterruncnn water courses. The 
trees in various forms arc scattered 
throughout the region, the majority con 
sisting of fragments of trunks, although 
quite a number are in a vertical position. 
The great, majority are completely petri- 
fied, as fur as the wood is concerned, 
and have an outer coating of what seems 
to have once been sand and gravel. This 
coating, it is believed, was formed by 
the action of the elements and by the 
movement of the trees at different per- 
iods in the world's history. Geologists 
have divided the forest in what live 
termed three centres of accumulation, on 
the theory that much of the wood lias 
been carried from one point, to another 
by natural pheuoma. In each of 
these centres of accumulation can lie 
found logs aud blocks from a few inches 
in diameter to five feet, while trunks in 
length range up to fifty feet, although 
the tree forming the Natural Bridge has 
been measured a distance of 111 feet to 
a point where it meets the sandstone 
formation. Its length in the formation 
has not, as yet, been estimated. 

Throughout the forests are scattered 
mesas upon which are many of the larg 
er fragments. They are or brilliant tints 
in red, yellow, blue, and combinations of 
these colors, and sections cut through 
the centre show that the interior of the 
logs have completely changed into the 
forms of agate, jasper and chalcedony 
Judging from portions of the larger piec- 
es which have been found, some of the 
original trees must have been from 150 
to 200 feet in length. Owing to the 
fact that quartz crystals are abundant 
in the forest, many of the best specimens 
have been cut, also blown up with ex- 
plosives by persons who wish to get solid 
crystals, which are generally found near 
the centre of the tree. Then! is every 
evidence that a century or more ago the 
Indians of this part of the United Slates 
and possibly prehistoric inhabitants, vis- 
ited the forest to obtain material for 
hatchets, arrow heads and kniv 
the same material has been found in 
such implements among the cliff dwellers 
of Arizona aud the southwest. 

The beauty of the uilicitied wood an 
its hardness has attracted attention 1 
the petrified forest by manufacturer 
who have used it as a substitute for ony 
and other material for the manufacture 
of . table tops, clock cases, tiling for 
floors, and even curious jewellery. At 
Hie Chicago exhibition an assortment of 
articles manufactured in material obtain 
the Arizona forest was shown 
ittracted much attention. An- 
dlection is now on exhibition in 
The material also forms an es 
substitute for emery for inillin 
5, and several years ago a com- 
pany was organized which established a 
mill lor reducing it to a powder on till 
edge of the forest. Owing to competi- 
tion from Canadian manufacturers, thi 
plant was never placed in operation, am 
consequently a large portion of the fores 
was saved from destruction. 

The position of the various trees ii 
the forest makes it exceedingly pictur- 
esque, but since 1853, when it was first 
discovered, but comparatively few tour- 
ists have explored it. owing to the diffi- 
culty in crossing the gorges and in climb- 
ing 'the mesas and other forms. Sonic 
of the treiv have been found projecting 
from deposits of what were evidently 
at i. ne time volcanic lava and ashes, us 
high us li.") feet above the volcanic foun- 
dation. Others are on the edges of the 
galleys lying like gigantic cannon, as if 
protecting tile locality from tin intru- 
der. In some portions of the forest 
trunks are idled as neatly as if they 
hud been arranged for the sawmill, ten 
to fifteen being counted in one lot. A 
large miurbef of them are in lengths of 
but a. few feet and at a distance looked 
like great cart wheels. As their centr 
are beautifully tinted witli the colors re- 
ferred to, the scene in the sunlight is so 
brilliantly dazzling that the visitor could 
imagine himself in a sort of earthly para 
disc were it not for the desolate surround- 
ings formed by the clay, sandstone, and 
volcanic format ions. 

Probably the most remarkable feature 
of the forest is the Natural Bridge al 
ready Teferred to. This forms a thor- 
oughfare across one of the gulleys 
canyons upon which a man can safely 
travel and which has been crossed by 
a pure-footed inulo. The bridge con- 
sists merely of a huge tree trtink, which, 
it is believed, has never moved from 
the original .section in which it fell. Th 
centre of the trunk shows, that it is coin 
pletely tsiHcifiod. 'The exterior, is .-.coated. 
With a sort of cement made of sundr.oejf 
"in which geologists believiy'if '.-Ss'ns '-origin 
ally imbedded. At'ttie inid(l(e''it measure! 
ten feet in circumference, and at the 



base forir feet in diameter. No branches 
However, of any kind cau be found upon 
it, nor ure there any indications that 
brunches have ever grown from the 
trunk. The supposition is thattthe gulley 
has been formed by the action of the ele- 
ments washing away the formation from 
beneath the trunk as it lay where it or- 
iginally fell and that its first bod waft 
upon solid ground. Several theories of 
the petrifactiou of these trees have been 
advanced. One is that ngi*? ago a vol- 
canic shower buried a number of forests 
in the southwest and that the action of 
water in later periods produced the nec- 
essary chemical action to change the 
woody matter into the present material- 
In the case of the Arizona forests, how- 
ever, there is little evidence of volcanic 
action, except in one or two portions. 
Many of the trees are found in the sand- 
stone formation, and this has caused 
much discussion among geologists. It is 
admitted that the trunks aud other frag- 
ments must have become petrified in the 
locality where they are found, as their 
weight would render it impossible for 
them to have become moved to the place 
by Hoods or by any convulsion of nature, 
owing to their size and the form iu which 
they nave been discovered. 

At the last session of Congress the 
question of preserving the petrified for- 
est in its pnsenot condition was brought 
up by u. memorial from the Arizona 
legislature that it be made into a na- 
tional park like the? Yellowstone. The 
government has hail examinations made 
of the tract, aud it is probable that 
some action will be taken at the next 
session.

Novel and Cheap Method of Conveying 
British Coul Abroad. 

From Dally Mall.

to Manchester, Bury, Bolton, Preston, 
Rochdale and Liverpool via the Leeds 
and Liverpool canal, n through waterway 
from the east to the west coast being 
thus provided. 

This canal, a portion of which was cut 
some 200 years ago and the remainder 
about a century ago by the undertakers 
of the Aire and Calder Navigation, 
passes several very important collieries 
in the West Biding, whence large ship- 
ments of coal take place to the Conti- 
nent, via Goole, daily. The coal is con- 
veyed, not in barges familiar on the 
Thames, but in coal compartment boats— 
the colloquial designation of which is 
"Tom Buddings." These are made up 
into trains somewhat resembling an or- 
dinary mineral railway train, und are 
then towed by tugboats to Goole, where 
they are discharged bodily into the 
steamer's hold. 

The coal trains vary in length from 10 
to 25 compartment!*. Each compart- 
ment carries from 35 to 10 tons, and 
draws about 18 inches of water when 
light and six feet when loaded. They 
are about 20 feet long. 15 feet wide and 
7 feet deep, and weigh on an average 
eight tons apiece, being manufactured of 
wrought iron. When these compart- 
ments reach Goole they are emptied 
bod'ly into the steamers or other vessels 
by means of hydraulic hoists of a parti- 
cular type. 

The boats arc- hauled singly under the 
crane and placed on a cradle, the appar- 
atus not being unlike n colliery cage. 
When the compartment ban been secured 
the machinery is set in motion and the 
cradle, with the compartment in it— 
probably an aggregate weight of til) 
tons— is raised to the height of the chute, 
where the compartment is tilted and the 
contents shot into the hold, a spout train- 
ing the coal in the proper direction. The 
coal thus discharged Into the hold is 
quickly stowed into proper position by a 
small army of men as black as Nubians, 
who are known as " trimmers." 

The process occupies only a few min- 
utes, and in this way a vessel is quickly 
loaded, often leaving by the tide follow- 
ing that by which it arrived. 

When it is remembered that the total 
cost of haulage, including taking back 
the empties, is only ,110d. per ton per 
mile, it will be seen what advantage the 
; method possesses over railway haulage, 
1 especially as the capital outlay is only 
£100 and C200 per compartment. An ex- 
tension of tile canal system to Sheffield 
I is now in progress— whereby the Denaby 
I ami Cndeby pits, which have the biggest 
I output of the South Yorkshire eonl fields, 
will be put in connection with Oonle and 
I will utilize the compartment boat sys- 
tem.

DOGS OF WAB. 

They Are Used For Currying Amtnitni 
tlon to Firing Line. 

From the National Aevicw. 

In our English .service the system adopt 
eil for replenishing the ammunition of the 
troops engaged ban consisted in selecting 
a certain number of men to carry ci 
ridges from the rear lip to the tiring li 
it having been apparently (supposed that 
it would be possible for these men 
move along the line anil to distribute i 
munition to those whose pouehe.s w 
empty. We very soon learned that such 
a system could not be of any use under 
modern conditions. The men carrying up 
the ammunition would inevitably he shot 
before reaching the front, and the men iu 
the firing line would be left with empty 
pouches. So we must find some oilier 
method of solving this impnntnnrproblem, 
which has also to be considered in con- 
nection with tile action of artillery. Wc 
know that at Colcnso it was impossible 
to keep the guns, afterward abandoned, 
supplied witli ammunition, and with thii 
prospect Unit the rate of fire of our guns 
will be considerably increased in the 
near future, this problem bids fair to be 
more acute than ever. 

In certain foreign armies the services 
of specially t ruined dogs have been requi- 
sitioned to get over the difficulty. These 
dogs are fitted with a sort of saddle 
which will carry a quantity of rifle am- 
munition, and ure trained to race to the 
front, and, arrived there, to [>ormit the 
soldiers to relieve them of their burden, 
I think it quite possible that it may be 
found possible to keep infantry supplied 
in this manner, but some cither means 
will have to lie found for replenishing 
the limbers of our artillery. It is very 
probable that we shall see dogs utilized 
in many other ways in the lighting of, 
the future. For instance, they would bo 
very useful on outpost duty to give warn- 
ing of an enemy's approach and if dogp 
were attached to out field hospitals they 
would lie of the greatest assistance iii 
searching for the wounded after an ac- 
tion. ' . .

To the Kdltor of the Colonist: 

Sir, — It appears to ho assumed in Vic- 
toria and by some in Vancouver that be- 
cause an all-Canadian railroad from a 
British Columbia port to the Yukon is a 
desirable thing it is therefore and also a 
wise and practicable undertkaing and 
worthy of Immediate attention and liberal 
subsidies on the part of the Provincial 
Mid Dominion governments.

Kaslo, Sept. 11.— A great sensation 
was caused here this evening by the ar- 
rest of James D. Carlyle, who claims to 
be manager of the Lode Star Mining 
Company, and O. A. Sutherland, secre- 
tary of the board of trade and holder of 
various other offices. Both are among 
the best known citizens, and their pres- 
ent position is due more to lack of 
thought than anything else. They are 
charged with unlawfully breaking into 
the office of the Lode Star company and 
stealing therefrom the ledger, cash book 
and journal. S. S. Connauton was 
managing director of the company. He 
went to Vancouver last week, and left 
the affairs of the company in charge of 
Mayor McAnn. Next day Carlyle took 
possession of the steamer Marion, be- 
longing to the company. When McAnn 
protected, Carlyle produced a cablegram 
from President TMythe, dated Liverpool, 
England, appointing him managing 
director instead of Connauton. McAnn 
claims that the appointment won't stand. 
Shortly before 1 o'clock the chief of 
IKilice found Carlyle and Sutherland in 
the Lode Star Company's office. The 
arrests are the result of that nocturnal 
visit. Had they waited till daylight and 
then, after due notice, entered the prem- 
ises, it is difficult to see what action 
could have been taken, ns they appear 
to have strong cases. Carlyle, when in- 
terviewed, declined to make any state- 
ment, but appeared to think he had 
taken the only course open to him. He 
said he notified several people of his in- 
tention to enter. He has consulted 
Wheeler & Martin, and a lawsuit of 
some notoriety is now expected. The 
preliminary trial will probably be held 
before Police Magistrate Carney to- 
morrow. 

The Lode Star Mining Company owns 
claims up the Duncan river and up the 
South Fork of Kaslo river. It is an 
English concern, and Mr. Blythe, the 
president of the company, is much in- 
terested in establishing a smelter here. 

The present trouble arises out of a 
disagreement between Carlyle and Con- 
nauton. Carlyle is said to be a brother 
to the president, but dropped the name 
of Blvthe on coming West. The legal 
fight will turn on whether Carlyle was 
legally appointed manager or not.

The immediate completion — with gov- 
ernment aid, if need be — of the White 
Pass or other railway from the Lynn 
Canal to Dawson, thus affording at once 
and for all time the most convenient and 
cheapest trade route to the Yukon. 

The furthering at the proper time of 
the building of other roads mentioned 
above, but avoiding hot-house methods 
nnd keeping in view that at present this 
and other parts of the province are in 
urgent need of large expenditures in 
wagon road and bridge building, which 
duties, if the government properly at- 
tend to. will call for a very great denl of 
money for some time to come. 

It seems to be assumed on the Coast 
that a Dominion subsidy of large amount 
will be readily forthcoming for this pro- 
posed all-Canadian road from a British 
Columbia port. The writer doubts 
whether the Dominion government will 
subsidize such a road when all the facts 
nnd geographical and other considera- 
tions are understood. To do so would 
involve the assumption that Mr. Lnu- 
rier'.s government will adopt n policy 
which is itself based upon the assump- 
tion that the relations between Canada 
and the United States ns regards com- 
mercial interchange over the Alaskan 
boundary are to be and remain un- 
friendly and marked by stringent artifi- 
cial barriers other than the ordinary cus- 
toms regulations. I cannot conceive of 
the present Dominion government adopt- 
ing any such course. 

British Columbia needs settlers- 
settlers to prospect and work her mines, 
and, most important of all, settlers to 
occupy and cultivate her fertile lands. 
The class who work in the mines nnd 
who prospect may be depended upon to 
find their own way to the province when 
and ns minerals are found to exist in 
paying quantities. To attract farming 
settlers much may and must be done, 
especially in the more remote districts. 
In the well settled parts of the province 
the residents may be relied upon to keep 
pressing the government for needed 
wngon roads nnd bridges and schools. 

But for the more remote nnd unsettled 
districts there is no one but the govern- 
ment itself to attend to them and foster 
them and attract settlers to them by 
wagon ronds in anticipation of and in 
advance of settlement.

Would settlers chose out-of-the-way 
places with no conveniences at all, as 
some are doing every day, if there were 
fertile districts available with the con- 
venience of wagon roads furnished in 
advance? Would not the latter districts 
attract all who were looking for new 
homes? And yet to make any such ex- 
penditures has probably never been 
thought of as practicable, because the 
prospect is too prosaic. But let one or 
more railway adventurers come along 
with a proposition to build a railroad 
(it does not make so much matter where) 
which they will generously allow the 
public to pay for, the ownership, how- 
ever, wdien completed not to be vested in 
the public, and how the politicians will 
run sometimes to supply them with the 
public money desired. Should the rail- 
road when completed fail to pay, it does 
not usually happen that the public- 
spirited promoters are found to be finan- 
cially ruined by any such failure. The 
writer is not attempting to criticize lib- 
eral aid to bona fide railroad propositions 
based upon a reasonable apparent busi- 
ness to be done by the road when com- 
pleted, but does criticize any such pre- 
IKistcrous proposal as the provincial gov- 
ernment giving any such subsidy to an 
all-Canadian railroad to the Yukon from 
a British Columbia port ns would be 
necessary in order to induce any bona 
fide investors to build the road.
